She SUBJECT stated that on the day of the assassin- 
ation, she was on the steps in front of the Texas School 
Book Depository Building, waving at the Presidential motor- 
cade as it passed the building. She stated that she heard 
three reports, distinct and separate and knew that they 
were reports of gunfire. The SUBJECT stated that she had 
been in this building, employed with the MacMlllan Publishing 
Company for a?)proximately two years. That she did not know 
Les Earvey Oswald and that as far as she knew, she had never 
seen him. She stated that she had heard that Oswald had been 
at the building for approximately six weeks.
